Unfortunately, the Soudan is not to 
be held without svecrifice, A vast 
country, almost entirely undeveloped, 
Withont communiention, largely occu: 
pied by unruly tribes 
ture on its administration consider- 
ably in excess of its annual revenue. 

“To remedy this situation two ob- 
jects must be pursued, the develop- 
ment of the country’s resourees, and 
internal security. For both these pur- 
poses capital expenditure is neces- 
sery. The soundness of this policy has

RURAL MAIL DELIVERY 


RESPONSIBILITY SAID TO BE TOO 
HEAVY AT PRESENT

Member for East Lambton Advocates 
Adoption of System in Most Popu-) 
lous Districts—Postmaster-General | 
Opposed to Expensive System, but 
Willing to Adopt ‘Star Route’’; 
Plan for Letters and Papers Only 


Ottawa.—The subject of free rural | 
mail delivery engaged the attention | 
of the House at a recent session. J 
E. Armstrong, East Lambton, advo- 
cated the adoption of the system 
generally in the most populous dis- 
tricts. He was replied to by the post- 
master-general, who argued that in 
Canada, on account of her limited 
population and extensive territory it| 
would be unwise to adopt the Ameri- | 
can system in toto. He favored the) 
“Star route system,” which has been | 
inaugurated in a number of districts! 
throughout the country. 

Mr. Armstrong first declared that 
free rural delivery had been opposed 
by Sir William Mulock when he was 
postmaster-general and by the Hon 
Rodolphe Lemieux, the present min-| 
ister. The plan inaugurated by the} 
minister last autumn, he said, was/ 
certain to be the cause of strife and | 
dissatisfaction in the country districts. | 
It woukl.lead to unjust discrimina- 
tion. Dealing with the question of| 
cost, he said, the Canadian box was | 
purevhased in New York at $3, and 
the cost to the farmer would be $5! 
plus lock and key. In the States a 
number of boxes had been approved, | 
and the average cost would not ex- 
eed $1.50. Mr. Armstrong wanted to 
ane why, as the result of the estab- 
lishment of free rural delivery in 
Canada, no post offices had been 
closed. In the United States since 
the system was inaugurated no less 
than 100,000 offices had been closed. 
He was equally curious in respect to 
the surplus of a million dollars and 
incidentally told the minister to re- 
member that the Canadian farmers | 
pay two-thirds of the cost of running 
the service including the city offices. 

According to a calculation made by | 
Mr. Armstrong free rural mail delivery 
could be given to 40,000 square miles 
in Ontario and 30,000 miles in Quebec | 
as well as to large sections of the other 
provinces. Nearly two million farm- | 
ers, he claimed, could be served at a 
cost of about half a million dollars. 

Hon. Mr. Lemieux denied that he 
had changed his views in regard to! 
free rural mail delivery. While op-| 
posed to the American system on the | 
ground of cost, he would be willing to 
adopt what is known across the border 
as the ‘Star route system.”’

on wheels. The Star route system,

Paris.—The cabinet decided too dis- 
charge all strikers in the service of 
the state, and detectives will fight to 
the finish. Many merchants have 
offered the government the services of 
their employees in an effort to restore 
normal conditions in the public ser- 
vice, which is at a standstill.
